I had ju st returned from Scot­ 
land and England w here I was 
doing post-graduate w ork, 
and 
providence led me to this parish 
w hich I served eight happy years. 
“T h ith er I brought m y bride; 
there m y three children, R obert­ 
son, Jr., H elen and A rth u r w ere 
born. 


OUTDOOR LIFE 


“I fairly reveled in the out­ 
door life. D eer hunting in w inter 
and ice boating on G reen Bay. 
I ou t fishing in the stream s, bass 
in d pike in the lakes and 
the 
deep snow s and rugged w inters. 
“Each w inter I m ade frequent 
visits to the lum ber cam ps 
to 
talk to the lum berjacks, a rough 
and h ardy group they w ere. 
“M arooned up in the forests 
for m onths on end, and in the 
spring w hen they came to Oconto, 
there w as the devil to pay. T heir 
roll of m oney did not last long. 
G am blers and plenty of females 
from th e big cities w ere on hand 
to relieve the m en of th eir rolls.

Last week I broke down and ac­ 
cepted air invitation to appear on 
the “American Forum of the Air” 
and talk about the renewal of the 
Price Control Act. The tem pta­ 
tion was too great; that's the act 
under which the OPA operates. 
The date was the 6th. 
Do you recall what happened 
on the 6th? Invasion! No broad­ 
cast. I rise to remark that I’m 
stiU sorry not to have been able 
to ask some questions of the 
Congressmen on the other side. 
The Emergency Price Control 
Act was set up by the Congress 
to stand between the citizens of 
the United States and inflation. 
W hether or not it has done so, 
and w hether or not it has done a 
satisfactory job, is what we were 
to discuss that evening. 
The people must understand 
th a t all of the argument about 
subsidies and all of the state­ 
m ents that subsidies stand be­ 
tw een us and inflation, are not 
only incorrect, but often deliber­ 
ately incorrect 
f 
If we understand that, then we 
can talk intelligently about the 
Act 
which 
really 
does 
work 
against inflation, and which Con­ 
gress will within the next few 
days extend and improve. The 
Price Control Act was approved 
January 30, 1942. This is its re­ 
newal. I have been making laws 
for sometime, although I have 
only been helping make them in 
Congress for less than two years. 
I would ask m y more experienced 
friends w hether they have ever 


not perfect when they are w rit­ 
ten, it is not right to believe that 
amendments may be made to this 
law, as to others, to improve it? 
No part of price conrtol has op­ 
erated more unequally than rent 
control. We have areas where 
rents have been depressed prior 
to the war and these depressed 
rentals frozen. We have houses of 
equal value where one rents for 
$125.00 a month, and the house 
next door rents for $25.00 
a 
month. That is not equality of 
anti-inflational measures. There 
are two sides to renting houses. 
One is the side of the renter who 
wants the property at a fair, and 
not inflationary rent. The other 
is the side of the property own­ 
er, whose 
entire income may 
come from rentals, and he or she 
may not be permitted by OPA 
regulations to get enough out of 
the properties to pay the in­ 
creasing costs of taking care of 
them. 
I have held that price control 
as now set up is entirely too 
broad for its own good, that it 
sinks 
under 
its 
weight. 
The 
growth of the black m arket in 
the United States is evidence of 
imperfections in the system. I 
believe that I express the senti­ 
m ent of Congress, when I say 
that it is the feeling that price 
control should be continued, that 
the Price Control Act should be 
renewed, th at amendments should 
be written into the bill, and that 
while price control may not be 
doing the good job that the peo­ 
ple think it is, nevertheless it is 
our present bar against the dan­ 
ger of inflation, and as such we 
cannot afford to give it up. 


that tim e was to run a six-mile 
dam across the Coachella Valley 
and the south end of it was to tie 
into that spur of the mountain 
that forms the west wing of that 
little cove. As I recall it that was 
proposal “A” and was to 
cost 
between eight and nine million 
dollars, and then there was pro­ 
posal “B” that tied into the same 
spur but the dam meandered on 
contours down and out over the 
desert and was about ten miles 
long and cost another million or 
so. Tests across the valley were 
made by tractor scraper and holes 
fifteen or twenty feet were dug 
and the seepage qualities ascer­ 
tained. The present holes are be­ 
ing drilled and to much greater 
depths and probably to ascertain 
the foundation of the spillway. 
We need not get excited about 
this as there will be much dis­ 
cussion about it when the m atter 
passes from war department to 
congressional committee. In the 
meantime if someone is inter­ 
ested, it might be a good idea to 
get Cathedral City out of the

Veteran And Church 


Exemption Deadline 


Is Monday, June 26 


County Assessor Frank Burch­ 
field reports that many veterans 
and churches have not filed their 
1944 claims for tax exemption. All 
applications for exemption must 
be in the assessor’s office not 
later than 5 p. m. on Monday, 
June 26. The law definitely states 
that failure to file the affidavit 
claiming exemption s h a l l be 
deemed a wavier of the right to 
exemption. All veterans and reli­ 
gious organizations who have not 
filed and intend to avail them­ 
selves of that right are urged to 
do so at once, Burchfield stated. 
Veterans who have an honor­ 
able discharge from war time mil­ 
itary service, widows of veterans, 
or widowed mothers of deceased 
veterans are entitled to exemp­ 
tion under the California Military 
Exemption Law. Churches have 
a specified exemption. All build­ 
ings and so much of the real 
property on which they are sit­ 
uated as may be required for the 
convenient use and occupation of 
said buildings when the same are 
used solely and exclusively for 
religious worship, are free from 
taxation. However, failure to file 
claim for exemption is required 
to be treated as a waiver of ex­ 
emption and this point is often 
overlooked 
b y 
veterans 
a n d 
church officials. 
During the few remaining days 
b e f o r e June 26, persons or 
churches entitled to exemption 
may get in touch with any deputy
